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(57) Abstract: One or more waste balancing systems (108) may be used in a fluid circulating system for medical use. The fluid 
circulating system may be part of a blood treatment system for a patient suffering renal failure. A waste balancing system may 
include a pressure element operable to maintain a constant fluid pressure created by the combined weight of waste removed (170) 
from a patient and replacement fluid (130) for providing to a patient. Multiple evaluation characteristics or control parameters may 
be evaluated or controlled for safety and accuracy. At least part of the waste balancing system may be incorporated into a disposable 
cartridge. 
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
